This is 
laportant because there is usual- 
ly a larger surge when utility 
power 1S restored than during

power can wipe out a coaputer’s 
memory, it is usually not fatal 
to computer hardware. Over volt- 


ages, however, are transient con- 
ditions that provide too auch 
voltage to the PC. If the over 
voltage is severe enough, it can- 
not be regulated by the PC power 
supply and can permanently damage 


PC hardware. The damage can be 
catastrophic or may result ina 
degradation of components. These 
parts would become vulnerable to 
further cumulative damage until 
coaplete failure occurs. 

Over voltages fall into two 
categories: spikes and surges. 
spikes are any high-frequency 
transient increase of decrease in 
line voltage lasting for 8 milli- 
seconds or less. Surges are an 
Increase in line voltage lasting 
8 allliseconds or longer. 

The least expensive and sia- 
plest method to protect against 
potentially Sanaging over voltage 
conditions is to install a proper- 
ly nesigned surge protector that 
can handle a variety of over volt- 
age conditions. 


Many devices are 
avallable, 


including etal oxide 
varistors (MOVs), carbon gap, gas 
tubes, coaxial arrestors, capaci- 
tors, and resistors. None of 
these devices by itself answers 
all types of probles. A properly 
designed surge suppressor coa- 
bines the best features of sever- 
al different devices to combat 
different probleas. 

_ For exaaple, the silicon 
diode reacts very quickly (in 
nanoseconds) and can catch the 
leading edge Of a fast iepulse. 
However, the diode cannot with- 
Stand large transient current. A 
900d complement for the diode is 

he addition of a HOV, which can 
handle larger surge currents and 
can clamp the voltage at a pre- 
determined level. he HOV by 
itself also has drawbacks. Be- 
cause the HOV cannot handle large 
energy levels following a spike, 
a gas discharge tube or carbon 
gap which can handle up to 

0,600 amps of current, is 
commonly used after it.

AIRWAVES TALK OF TOWN

In the 1920s gangster era, 
bank robbers and bootleggers made 
Clean getaways time after tine, 
to the great consternation of po- 


lice. For that was before reli- 
able moblle-radio coamaunications 
existed, communications that 


quickly dispatched

cruisers. Critical news of 
crimes in progress could now be 
transmitted from the station 
house to police cars as they 
drove. 

The Institute of Electrical 
and Electronics Engineers (IEEE) 
has designated the Detroit Police 
Dept.’s first use of mobile ra- 
dio, and two subsequent landaarks 
in moblle-radio history, as Elec- 
trical Engineering Hilestones. 
The Milestones also include 
Bayonne, N.J Police Dept.’s 
ploneering of two-way AM radio in 
1933, and the two-way FM radio 
first used by Connecticut State 
Police in 1940. 

Electronics was a_ fledgling 
science when Detroit patrolman 
Kenneth Cox and Robert Batts, an 
engineering student, built a sta- 
ble radio receiver and antenna 
system. Their successful one-way 
radio, coming after years of tri- 
al and error, was installed in 
April 1928. The Detroit Police 
Dept. made history as the first 
to dispatch patrol cars regularly 
by radio. Many city police de- 
partments shortly followed suit 
with their own systems. 

Soon, police sought the abil- 
ity to coaaunicate between patrol 
cars, and from their cars back to 
the dispatcher.

Power protection devices are 
the PC’s priaary line of defense 
against electrical fluctuations. 
_ Too little or too auch electrici- 
ty can play havoc with the PC. 
Surveys demonstrate wide differ- 
ences in the quality of the coa- 
mercial power available at any 
specific location. Since power 
problems are not constant through- 
out different parts of the coun- 
try or even parts of a facility, 
there is no universal solution. 
One should carefully evaluate the 
various protection devices that 
can be added to protect the PC. 


Under Voltages 


To keep your PC functioning 
during under voltage conditions 
(minus 13% or less of nominal) or 
when the power fails coapletely, 
you need another source of slec- 
trical power. This can be furn- 
ished by either a standby power 
eupEnY (SPS) or an uninterrupt- 
ible power supply (UPS). Both 
SPS and UPS rely on batteries to 
store energy to deliver to the 
PC, and both have built-in bat- 
tery chargers to keep the batter- 
ies fully charged. They also 
have an inverter which converts 
the DC voltage stored in the 
batteries into the AC required to 
operate the PC. There are, how- 
ever, considerable differences 
between the two backup systeas.. 

The UPS is an on-line device 
that both buffers the PC from the 
commercial power line fluctua- 
tions and maintains a charge on 
its self-contained batteries. 
a a complete blackout, the 

protects PCs _ from high- 
voltage spikes, surges, sags, 
brownouts, and other power 
disturbances that can destroy 
data and damage equipeent.

I’a writing in response to 
your request for additional infor- 
mation for block No. 3 of the ac- 
cident reporting fora. I put 
“poor planning” as _ the cause of 
ay accident. You said in ay let- 
ter that I should explain aore 
fully, and I trust the following

"I am an amateur radio op- 
erator, and on the day of the 
accident I was working alone on 
the top section of ay new 80 foot 
tower. When I had coapleted ay 
work, I discovered that I had, 
over the course of several trips 
up the tower, brought up about 
300 pounds of tools and _ hard- 
ware. Rather than carry the now 
unneeded tools and materials down 
} hand, I decided to lower the 
iteas down in- a seal) barrel by 
ae a pulley which, fortu- 
nately, was attached to the gin 
pole at the top of the tower. 

Securing the rope at ground 
level, I went to the top of the 
tower and loaded the tools and 
materials into the barrel. I 
went back to the ground and un- 
tied the rope, holding on to it 
tightly to insure a slow descent 
of the 300 pounds of tools. (You

only 155 pounds. ) 

Due to ny surprise at being 
jerked off the ground so sudden- 
ly, I lost ny presence of mind 
and forgot to let go of the rope.
